The full import of the gesult of the: 


French elections must not be guaged 
by mere count of noses. The contest 
has only placed an Opposition elemerit 
in the Legislative body equal to about 
6ne-third, it is trae, The Opposition’ 
numbers ninety-four, “now. But a 
short time ago |it numbered only 
five;. and even list yeur it scarcely 
exceeded five-and-twenty. The in- 
crease is sudden, marked, portentous! 
Tn.,the great cities the vote is even 
worse for the Imperial cause. Paris, 
Marscilles, and Lyons have pronounc- 
ed against Imperialism in the most 
emphatic way: In Paris, where the 
voters attended. the polls in ‘unusual 
numbers, and where Mr. Rouher 
himself voted, the Empire secured less 
than a sixth of|the sul es given. 
Tbe numbers aré 210,000 for the Op- 
position, 43,000. for the Empire, and 
12,000 for Emile Olhv¥ier, whom 
neither party has yet been able to clas- 
sify. This result ina city governed 
like Paris, ‘is almost astonishing. 
There can be no doubt that Napoleon 
begins to pall upon the excitable 
French appetite; and that the chances 
of war,—somewhere and with some- 
body,—inerease may ‘be taken as a 
fair conclusion. | 
It is perfectly clear, bas long been 
clear, that President Grant would 
long since have recognized tho strug- 
‘giing Cuban Revolutionists were it 
‘not for the effect it would have upon 
the Alabama question. The British 
Lion is intently watching the Ameri- 
can Eagle, as it hovers over Cuba, 
anxious to ake upon the Imperial 
prey. Let that ambitious and rapa- 
cious, though noble, bird but make one 
false turn and’ the lion’s paw is upon 
it. Grant knows this, and John Bull 
and Uncle Sam are watching each 
other with keen and jealous eye. The 
United States authorities ‘arrested 
and imprisoned Col. Ryan, the ‘leader 
of a strong expedition about to sail 
for Cuba, to join the Revolutionists. 
The-act, although it was in striking 
contrast with much that had gone 
before, had the appearance of a desire 
to faithfully enforce the neutrality 
laws ; and as-such, it received the 
commendation of the British Press. 
But Ryan has been permitted to make 
his. escape, and sail out of New 
York barbour on bis filibustering ex- 


‘ 
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pedition with 800 men! In this cir 


cumstance the act of arrest and im- 


prisonment must lose much of its 
moral weight. 


It will have been seen by the news 
which we published yesterday that 
the feeling of disaffection in Ireland 
has experienced no abatement. The 
feeling in favour of releasing the Fen-. 
ian prisoners would appear to be very 
strong and very general. Doubtless 
the British Government will ‘experi- 
ence some difficulty in, deciding what 
is best to be done in this matter. 
There is reason to think that tho pris- 
oners might be liberated, were it not 
for; ulterior consequencés. To give 
way to pressure brought to bear al- 
most in the form oftreasonable threats 
‘fuel to the flame: and yet to persist in 
would be to show weakness and ‘add 
holding then may: possibly lead to. 
consequences scarcely. less serious. 
The idea that the disestablishment of 
the. Irish Church is to be the wltina: 
thule of Irish reform, that it is, to be 
the alpha and omega of the work of 
redressing Ireland’s grievances must 
hive pretty. well died out by this 
time.» It is doubtless a groat step in 
the right direction ; but it must be 
fellowed by a greater !

Fenian Raid Claims. 


The following is the copy of a letter 
addressed by the Canadian Delegates 
to Lord Granville, upon the subject of 
the Fenian claims; and the reply to 
the same: . 

Westminster Patace Horet, 
# ; London, 28th Deg., 1868. : 
My Lorn: Referring to aconversation: 
we had the honor to bold with your 
Lordship, on the subject of the late 
Fenian invasion of Canada, we beg 
that you will allow us, on bebalf of 
the Government of Canada, to address 
your Lordship on that subject, which 
is of the utmost interest to the Do- 
minion. 

It is publicly announced that the 
claims of certain citizens of the United 
States of: America, arising out of the 
cireumstances under which -the Ala- 
bama was. allowed (6 satl from the 
shores of England/will be referred 
shortly fur investigation and ‘adjust- 
ment to a tribunal or commission, to 
be agreed upon between the Govern— 
ments of the tivo countries. We beg 
jeate to represent to your Lordship 
that the ciycumstances under which 
the so-called’ Feniaas, for the mest 
part citizens of the United States, 
have becn-ailowed since the beginning 
of theyear 1866, by the Government 
of the United States to organize and 
maintain themselves publicly and 
openty as a military force in the ter- 
ritory of the United States, with the 
declared object of attacking and in- 
vading the Provinces comprised in 
the Dominion of Canada, for the pur- 
pose avowed by themselves of waging 
war against Mer Majesty; and also 
the circumstances under which the 
Fenians have been, allowed by the 
United States Government to attagk 
and invade, from the territory of the 
United States, the territory of Her 
Majesty in British North America, 
‘constitute a violation of the laws of 
the United States, and of the haw of 
nations. We avail. ourselves of this 
opportunity to state that the Do- 
minion of Canada, and the ap ten ae 
comprised in it, have had: to expend 
several millions of dollars ‘in mak- 
ing the necessary preparations to 
resist tbe murderous attacks of the 
Fenians, and in expelling them 
from those portions of Her Ma- 
jesty’s territory which they had 
actually invaded ;' that several -of 
Her Majesty’s subjects lost their lives, 
a large amount of property was des- 
troyed, and heavy loss and damages 
were sustained, directly or indirectly, 
by a great number of Her Majesty's 
subjects in consequence of these 
attacks and invasions of the so-called 
Fenians. We therefore respecttully 
beg that if the claims of the Govern- 
ment of the United States of America 
and the citizens of the Republic 
should be referred for investigation 
and adjustment to some tribunal, 
authority and instractions be. given 
to that tribunal-to consider, investi~ 
gate, and adjust the claims of 
the Dominion of Catiada, and of the 
several Provinces comprised in /1t, 
and of any ‘subject’ of Her Majesty, 
arising out of the unlawful proceed- 
ings of the Fenian organization. We 
further beg that opportunity be af- 
forded hereafter to the Government of 
Canada and to all parties who may 
have sustained losses to state respect- 
ively particulars of their claims and 
to adduce evidence in support of them.
